
Principal makes public plea to keep children safe

Dangerous to the lives of chil¬ 
dren. 

That is how Westglen School 
principal, Phil Corning explains 
the traffic situation before and 
after school every day. 

With a 1000 students, hun¬ 
dreds of parents and 10 buses 
trying to navigate the congested 
area daily, a plead for safety has 
come from the schools and the 
Alberta Motor Association 
(AMA). 

"The parents themselves are 
creating a dangerous situation 
for the kids," says Corning. 

In fact, the congestion and 
lack of following the rules may 
result in the cancellation of the 
patrol program at Westglen. 

Corning explains that the 
AMA recently sent an inspector 
to do the yearly monitor of the 
patrol program. The inspector, 
Coleen Sim-Copeland, was abso¬ 
lutely shocked at the conditions 
surrounding the passageway be¬ 
tween Ross Ford Elementary and 
Westglen School. 

"She was quite upset at how 
dangerous the situation was out 
there," says Coming who sent an 
emergency letter home to par¬ 
ents pleading with them that 
they follow the rules and regula¬ 
tions for parking and crossing 
the road. 

He says he has personally 
witnessed events such as par¬ 
ents who park across the street 
and call their children across the 
road between moving traffic. 
Coming and Sim-Copeland said 
they feel the biggest problem is 
that the students and parents 
have a lack of respect for the 
patrols. Coming sites one in¬ 
stance where a person in a vehi¬ 
cle actually swerved around the 
Grade 5 patrollers who were 
standing in the crosswalk with 
their "STOP" signs outstretched. 

Corning says he acknowledges 
the fact that there are some ma¬ 
jor problems with the set up of 
the laneway and parking around 
the schools that are not the fault 
of either the students or the par¬ 
ents. However, he says people 


must make the best 
of a bad situation 
until the problems 
are resolved. 

A special com¬ 
mittee consisting of 
parents, the Town 
of Didsbury and the 
RCMP, was set up a 
couple of months 
ago to examine 
some possibilities to 
remedy the conges¬ 
tion during peak 
hours at the school. 

Those possible solu¬ 
tions are being ex¬ 
amined right now 
and may include 
anything from rear¬ 
ranging parking, 
moving the school 
bus lane to make 
room for parents 
picking children up 
from school, or 
building a whole 
new parking lot. 

In the meantime, 
the school patrol su¬ 
pervisor, Pam Whit¬ 
low, says something 
needs to be done to 
address the "com¬ 
plete lack of respect 
for the patrollers." 

"I've seen some 
near misses... I am 
truly afraid that 
some child is going to get hurt," 
says Whitlow who, in coopera¬ 
tion with Corning and Ross 
Ford staff, are outside moni¬ 
toring the area daily. 

Whitlow says incidents that 
are severe are being reported 
to the Didsbury RCMP who are 
being "extremely cooperative" 
in issuing tickets. 

The Grade 5 patrol service 
has been offered at the Ross 
Ford and Westglen crossing 
areas for more than 10 years. 
However, with the situation as 
severe at it is according to 
Corning, they may not be offer¬ 
ing the safe crossings much 
longer. 

"School patrols will be can¬ 
celled if we don't get some co¬

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operation," says Corning. The 
cancellation is set for Feb. 25 
unless an alternative agree¬ 
ment is worked out at a meet¬ 
ing this week. In the letter sent 
home to parents on Thursday 
it states, "Westglen School does 
not wish to endanger the lives 
of our school patrollers or the 
lives of the younger students 
they are supposed to protect." 

The school has also taken 
steps to "fire" the patrollers who 
are not doing their jobs appro¬ 
priately. 

Whitlow says, "They (the pa¬ 
trollers) are trying to do their 
job, but without the respect and 
cooperation from adults in the 
community it makes it tough." 

Corning adds, "It's a case of a

Although Olds, Didsbury and 
the County of Mountain View 
didn't commit as much money as 
organizers had hoped, the Olds/ 
Didsbury Senior's Games is still 
a go, says Friends of the Games 
chairperson, Roy Brassard. 

Originally, the fundraising 
committee had asked each mu¬ 
nicipality for a $5 per capita 
contribution over the time pe¬ 
riod of three years. That request 
was denied by all three munici¬ 
palities over the recent weeks. 

However, in lieu of what was 
asked for, each town gave a one¬ 
time capped contribution that if 
worked out would come to about 
$2 per capita. 

The Town of Didsbury gave 
the games committee $20,000, 
the Town of Olds contributed 
$30,000, and the County of 
Mountain View gave $10,000. 

Instead of being discouraged 
Roy Brassard says, "In this day 
and age (of money constraint) I 
suppose that is a realistic 
amount... It is a good start for 
us." 

The fundraising committee 
has also approached other 
smaller surrounding communi¬

The idea of regionalizing the 
area fire departments is start¬ 
ing to burn. 

Fire department authorities, 
councillors, and industry repre¬ 
sentatives met last week to fur¬ 
ther delve into the possibility of 
creating a regional fire depart¬ 
ment including all of the mu¬ 
nicipalities in the County of 
Mountain View. 

"I get the feeling that the re¬ 
gionalized system is a good idea 
to pursue... We could have some¬ 
thing that would be beneficial to 
our ratepayers,” said County 
Reeve Pat James. 

The County of Mountain View 
first initiated discussion of 
regionalization by hosting a 
guest speaker from Bonneyville 
whose fire departments achieved 
regionalization. In December, 
after the guest speaker, the in¬ 
terested parties agreed to think 
it over and meet again. 

The idea of regionalization is 
centred more around the amal¬ 
gamation oftraining, equipment, 
and administration rather than 
the actual fire response system 
which would remain within each 
community. 

The concept is one of a "bulk 
buying" mentality. James says 
he believes, and other members 
of the board concurred, that 
training in bulk alone would 


ties such as Cremona, but he 
says he understands that they 
do not have the financial re¬ 
sources to put up as much as 
the communities who are di¬ 
rectly involved. 

"As much as anything, we 
asked the surrounding commu¬ 
nities because we want them to 
know that they are invited to be 
a part of it (the Senior’s 
Games), 1 ' says Brassard. 

Fundraising for the commu¬ 
nities to be able run the 1999 
Senior's Games is in full swing 
says Brassard, and the commit¬ 
tee does not plan to run itself 
into a deficit situation. 

"We are well on the way," he 
says pointing out that the games 
are still 19 months away. The 
Olds/Didsbuiy Senior's Games 
are to take place July 25-28, 
1999. Events will include ac¬ 
tivities such as bocci ball and 
triathalon to Scrabble and darts. 

The Friends of The Games 
have gone beyond the usual call 
of asking local municipalities 
and businesses to contribute to 
the funding of the huge event. 
The committee has also sought 
the support of the suppliers of 
service to the community, who 


save thousands of dollars per 
department. 

The other potential saving 
lies in the sharing of equipment 
and expertise. For instance, fire 
trucks and other life-saving 
equipment that not all depart¬ 
ments can afford, could be 
shared through a data base sys¬ 
tem. 

After much discussion an ex¬ 
ecutive committee was estab¬ 
lished as follows:

The executive has been 
charged with the task of inves¬ 
tigating three specific areas and 
bringing a report back to the 
board, which consists of mem¬ 
bers from every area involved. 
Those three areas include an 
inventory of equipment, a total 
outline of the training and skills 
of each department, and a futher 
examination of what industries 
might be interested in partici¬ 
pating and what they have to 
contribute. 

"Basically we want to paint a 
picture here," said James.

Fire department regionalization burning issue 
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Premier Ralph Klein visits with locals at dinner

"The man most blamed for 
the Alberta Advantage," was the 
introduction of Premier Ralph 
Klein by local MLA Richard 
Marz at a dinner held in this 
constituency Friday night. 

The event was an annual 
fundraiser held in the Olds/Dids- 
bury/Three Hills constituency 
each year. 

Klein addressed many issues 
when he spoke to the crowd of 
about 200. 

Klein spoke directly to the 
concern from the Olds/Dids- 
bury/Three Hills area regard¬ 
ing private school funding. "It's 
a big issue throughout this con¬ 
stituency," he said. He said he 
recognizes that area residents 
were upset when a resolution 
was passed at their annual con¬ 
vention by a small number of 
representatives that the Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative's would 
adopt the policy to abolish pri¬ 
vate school funding. He said 
that the recommendations put 
forward by the task force on 
private school funding will be 
listened to. 

"We are committed to public 
education but, we are also com¬ 
mitted to choice," said Klein. 

After a long week in the leg¬ 
islature confronting opponents 
of the Video Lottery Terminals 
(VLT's), Klein only briefly 
touched the issue saying, "Our 
party is very clear that it is not 
going to debate the day to day 
gambling interests... It is going 
to talk about the things that 
are really important to 
Albertans." 

Klein identifies things im¬ 
portant to Albertans as educa¬ 
tion, health care, infrastruc¬ 
ture, the environment, and 
quality of life. He insisted that 


the VLT issue is only relevant 
to about 20% of Albertans that 
he has spoken to. 

Klein also made some prom¬ 
ises to those people who live in 
this constituency. He said his 
government will not raise taxes 
to pay down the debt and he 
promised to continue his policy 
of always running a balanced 
budget. 

"This whole thing is not 
rocket science. It's much like 
running a household," he said. 

"We aren't going back, we 
can't go back," he said to spend¬ 
ing more than earned in rev¬ 
enues. 

Klein also hinted that 
Stockwell Day, Provincial 
Treasurer is looking for ways 
to reform the tax system in 
cooperation with the new pro¬ 
vincial budget because he says 
feels bringing in new business 
to the province is where oppor¬ 
tunity lies for the young people. 

Klein indicated there will be 
no surprises in the budget. "We 
will stay the course... and in 
doing so, we will set the stand¬ 
ard for the whole nation." 

The Premier also promised 
to continue his "reinvestment" 
in areas such as education and 
health care. 

At the end of his speech, the 
Premier took questions that 
were written by people in the 
crowd. 

Relating to a possible carbon 
tax, Klein said he was prepared 
to fight any such item in court 
because he feels it goes against 
the Constitution. 

Klein said he remains "abso¬ 
lutely opposed," to the form of 
gun control legislation as the 
federal government plans. 

One member of the audience 
asked about raising, lowering, 


or abolishment of the minimum 
wage in Alberta. Klein indicated 
that his government has no 
plans either way.

A Didsbury humanitarian has 
cancelled his trip to Iraq pend¬ 
ing possible air strikes on the 
country by the United States 
Armed Forces. 

Ken From, a member of the 
Mennonite Central Committee 
(MCC) had long planned a mis¬ 
sion to the Middle Eastern coun¬ 
try as part of project to reach 
children in that country who 
suffer from leukemia, a deadly 
cancer of the bone marrow. 

The threat to From's safety 
has postponed his life-saving 
mission on behalf of MCC 
Canada, and has disappointed 
this local mem with a worldly 
vision. But surprisingly, From 
seemed more disappointed that 


"We'd like to get the public's 
input," he said. 

Klein also took the oppor¬ 
tunity to tell area constitu- 


the children in Iraq would have 
to wait for treatment than the 
fact that his life could have been 
in danger. 

After watching the news and 
receiving word that his three 
week trip scheduled to start Feb 
8 was cancelled he said, "There 
was some anxiety but beyond 
my personal concern the greater 
concern is for the people who 
live day in and day out with the 
threat of suffering further vio¬ 
lence." 

From admits that he is disap¬ 
pointed however, his family is 
feeling a sense of relief. 

"My family members and 
friends are relieved that I won't 
be going at this time," he says. 

MCC has been sending medi¬ 
cal supplies to Iraq to help the 
"overlooked chil¬ 
dren." Scientists es¬ 
timate that children 
in that country are 
suffering from 
leukemia at a rate 
five times higher 
than previous to the 
Persian Gulf War. 
It is suspected that 
the rise may be a 
result of weapons 
used against Iraq in 
the 1991 war, or may 
be linked to chemi¬ 
cal weapons testing 
by Iraq’s govern¬ 
ment. 

The MCC project 
is expected to cost 
about $143,000 and 
will provide a two 
year treatment for 
children who have 
recently been diag¬ 
nosed with 

leukemia.

From was being sent by MCC 
to monitor and report on the 
effectiveness of the medical sup¬ 
plies that are being sent to Iraq. 
He was to be hosted by the 
Middle East Council of Churches 
upon his arrival, however he 
explains, "The trip has been post¬ 
poned because our hosts in Iraq 
accept responsibility for their 
guests, but at this time they feel 
they cannot ensure our safety 
under the threat of US and Brit¬ 
ish attack in the second week of 
February.” 

In the meantime, From has 
been using his experiences to 
help others in the Didsbury com¬ 
munity understand what is hap¬ 
pening across the world. Last 
week, he spoke to the Zion Evan¬ 
gelical Missionary Church 
youth group about his planned 
trip. 

"It is an attempt to draw a 
connection between young peo¬ 
ple here and the very special 
individuals who are going to be 
helped by this project," says 
From. The youth group, who 
anticipated the trip being made, 
and prepared special CARE pack¬ 
ages for the children From was 
to visit. 

Ironically, each package had 
the word "Salaam" meaning 
"Peace" in Arabic, written on 
the outside of the envelope. 

Each package will be sent 
with From who hopes to re¬ 
schedule his trip for May or 
June. 

So, for the time being, From 
has unpacked his bags, and 
stored away the special pack¬ 
ages being sent by the youth 
group, and is patiently awaiting 
his time to make a connection 
across the world. 


Didsbury set to ROX

Videos, loud music, Sumo wrestling, wacky sports, and 
professional athletes will come together with Didsbury 
High School on Feb. 19 to try to hit home a powerful and 
important message.

So far, Black says he has raised about 50% of the tax 
deductible donations needed to cover costs.

CWB Bill shows Liberals contempt for farmers wishes

The Canadian Wheat Board 
Bill (C-4) is dangerously close to 
passing, to the great detriment of 
Prairie farmers. This Bill has 
proven to be smother example of 
how out of touch and out of 
control the government has be¬ 
come, since they are determined 
to ram it through Parliament. 

The process of how a bill be¬ 
comes law reads like a nightmare 
in the case of C-4. Firstly, during 
the normal course of debate, the 
Minister Responsible for the Ca¬ 
nadian Wheat Board, Ralph 
Good ale, didn't have the cour¬ 
tesy to show up and participate 
in the debate process. 

Secondly, the Liberals clearly 
rammed C-4 through the Stand¬ 
ing Committee on Agriculture 
in less than two weeks despite 
overwhelming objections by pro¬ 
ducer groups. Witnesses were 
forced to present their views in 
a confusing round-table format 


providing MPs with little op¬ 
portunity to thoroughly ques¬ 
tion the legislation. 

Thirdly, amendments to the 
Bill that would have made the 
Wheat Board accountable to 
farmers and not the govern¬ 
ment fell on deaf ears. Gary 
Breitkreuz, MP for Yorkton- 
Melville tried to add a preamble 
to the Bill which stated: 
"Whereas such an organization 
will have a very significant ef¬ 
fect on the producers of grain 
and must therefore have the 
securing of the best financial 
return to them as its object and 
first priority and must be ac¬ 
countable to them for its per¬ 
formance." Unfortunately, the 
government arrogantly pushed 
this suggestion aside in order to 
maintain their strong hold. 

Lastly, on Jan. 21, Minister 
Goodale showed his utter con¬ 
tempt for democracy by holding 
a meeting in Regina to discuss 


the rules for the election of Di¬ 
rectors of the Canadian Wheat 
Board, as proposed in C-4. The 
problem is Parliament is still 
debating the Bill, including the 
amendments that would deter¬ 
mine the number of directors to 
be elected versus government 
appointees. The Minister was 
holding meetings as though the 
Bill were already law. The Offi¬ 
cial Opposition Critic, Jay Hill, 
asked the Speaker of the House 
to hold Minister Goodale in con¬ 
tempt of Parliament for his ac¬ 
tions. The Speaker is to rule 
next week and the final stage of 
debate is to resume. Hopefully, 
since Goodale found the time to 
go to meetings to make rules 
regarding legislation that is not 
even law yet, he will find the 
time to be in the House during 
the debate of the last amend¬ 
ments to Bill C-4. I guess we'll 
all have to wait and see how this 
nightmare progresses.

Too bad they didn’t follow 
the simple roadmap to success 
that we trail blazed. 

Specifically, the CTF recom¬ 
mended an end to tax-free allow¬ 
ances for MP's and a consequent 
top up to a fully taxable salary; 
abolition of the gold-plated pen¬ 
sion plan and replacing it with a 
self-funding voluntary group 
RRSP; and changes to the politi¬ 
cal process by which compensa¬ 
tion issues are decided. 

Instead, Blais chose to mix 
some good ideas on MP salaries 
and ending tax-free allowances 
with indefensible proposals on 
salaries for Cabinet Ministers 
and MP pensions. In its report 
entitled Supporting Democracy, 
the three-person Blais Commis¬ 
sion offers 14 recommendations. 

We agree with the recommen¬ 


dation to abolish tax-free allow¬ 
ances for MP's. To compensate 
for this, an MP's salary becomes 
fully transparent and taxable. 
This salary will tally about 
$106,000 but it does not consti¬ 
tute a raise. Instead, Canadians 
now have a true ideas of what 
their MP's are actually paid. 

Some of Blais' other recom¬ 
mendations should be forwarded 
to the parliamentary shredder. 
For example, Blais recommends 
that Cabinet Ministers should 
make as much as the Deputy 
Ministers who report to them. 

This idea is ludicrous. If 
adopted, Ministers will have a 
base salary of 100K plus an in¬ 
demnity of 46K. And should a 
Minister be so fortunate as to 
work with a seasoned Deputy 
Minister (DM) at the top end of 
the pay scale, (approximately 
170K) then he/she will receive an 
additional 25 or 30K. 

There is a vast difference be¬ 


tween a DM that manages a 
department and a Minister who 
provides political oversight. These 
jobs require two unique and dif¬ 
ferent skill-sets. If we are to walk 
this road of tying Cabinet Minis¬ 
ter's salaries to the bureaucracy, 
then their pay must be a func¬ 
tion of the department’s ability to 
meet predetermined budgetary, 
operational and service bench¬ 
marks. 

Finally, Blais drops the ball 
on pension reform. Currently, 
taxpayers contribute $3.61 for 
eveiy buck an MP contributes to 
the plan. And each year we pay 
out $15 million in pensions to 
former MP's. 

Blais clouds this issue by rec¬ 
ommending decreases in the ac¬ 
crual rate from 4% to 2.5% and 
the contribution rates from 9% 
to 5.5%. But let's look at the 
numbers. 

A back-bench MP elected in 
1993 who sits for six years will be 
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entitled to a base pension of 
$15,456 per year. Pension 
amounts are calculated by aver¬ 
aging the best six years in office 
and multiplying by the accrual 
rate (4%) and then by the number 
of years of service. Under the 
Blais commission scenario, this 
same back bench MP will receive 
a base pension of $15,900 using 
the accrual rate of 2.5%. This 
pension is inflation protected and 
can be drawn on at the age of 55. 

MP’s currently contribute 9% 
of their $64,400 salary to the 
pension plan or $5,796 per year. 
Blais recommends a reduction 
to 5.5%. But this 5.5% rate is 
calculated on the basis of the 


new salary of $106,000: $5,830 
per year. More importantly, you 
and I still pay $3.61 for every 
buck an MP kicks in. 

So the gold-plated plan is 
now silver-plated with lots of 
gold trim. But if MP's find this 
too rich for their blood, Blais 
recommends that they can opt 
out and join a self-funding group 
RRSP instead. So instead of a 
pension reform, we a have a 
pension buffet. The rich plan 
has got to go. 

The report's title should be 
changed from Supporting 
Democracy to Pension Hypoc¬ 
risy. It won't wash with 
Canadian taxpayers.

Finance director clarifies misunderstanding of Canadian Wheat Board s debt 


Dear Editor, 

A recently formed group call¬ 
ing itself the "Committee to End 
Secrecy at the Canadian Wheat 
Board" has been holding meet¬ 
ings to, among other things, 
discuss the Canadian Wheat 
Board's (CWB) long-term debt 
situation. The purpose of this 
letter is to explain the nature 
of the CWB's debt and correct 
any misunderstanding about it. 

The vast majority of the 
CWB's grain sales are done on a 
cash basis. However from time 
to time, the CWB is required to 
sell grain on credit for competi¬ 
tive reasons. In other words, 
our competitors (US, EU, Aus¬ 
tralia) are doing so. This was 
particularly true in the 1970's 


the sales value together with 
interest on this amount at some 
agreed future date. As men¬ 
tioned, the country's commit¬ 
ment is backed up by the cen¬ 
tral bank guarantee of the cus¬ 
tomer country. In order to have 
enough money to pay farmers 
for this grain and cover operat¬ 
ing and administrative ex¬ 
penses, the CWB borrows an 
amount equal to the value of 
the sale on the international 
money market. As a Crown 
Agency, the CWB is considered 
to be as financially solid as the 
Government of Canada. Hence 
the CWB can borrow money at 
very low interest rates. The rate 
of interest that the CWB 
charges the foreign grain buyer 


ernment, for foreign policy rea¬ 
sons, decided to forgive some of 
the loan principal-as did a 
number of other creditor na¬ 
tions for the same reason. These 
arrangements are reflected in 
the CWB's financial statements 
and Canadian taxpayers picked 
up the tab-not Prairie grain 
farmers as such. 

In only one case is a country, 
having bought grain on credit, 
not servicing its debt to the 
CWB. This is Iraq. Iraq has not 
been servicing any of its for¬ 
eign debts since the Gulf War 
and the imposition of the UN 
trade embargo. Whether or not 
Iraq will repay its debt to the 
CWB sometime in the future is 


an open question. In any event, 
farmers' money is not at risk 
due to the federal government 
guarantee of repayment. 

So believ6 it or not, and odd 
as it may seem, the CWB's credit 
lending activities actually make 
money for Prairie farmers. Be 
that as it may, the CWB only 
sells grain on credit as a last 
resort. In the 1996-97 cropyear 
just ended, less than 5% of the 
CWB's grain sales were done 
on a credit basis. 

I trust that the foregoing ad¬ 
dresses any concerns your read¬ 
ers may have about the CWB's 
$6.6 billion debt. I would also 
like to point out that in an at¬ 
tempt to further clarify any 
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misunderstandings surround¬ 
ing this issue, the CWB has 
extended an invitation to the 
"Committee to End Secrecy at 
the Canadian Wheat Board" to 
visit our Winnipeg head office 
and meet with our external 
auditor, Deloitte and Touche, 
and our senior management 
team.

and 1980's. 

Because the CWB has no 
money or assets of its own, 
grain sales made on long-term 
credit (up to three years) are 
done so under a credit program 
established by the Government 
of Canada-the Credit Grain 
Sales Program. The United 
States, our main competitor, 
has a similar program called 
GSM-102 administered by the 
US Commodity Credit Corpo¬ 
ration. Under the Credit Grain 
Sales Program the federal gov¬ 
ernment determines the credit 
worthiness of the country wish¬ 
ing to purchase grain on credit, 
establishes an allowable credit 
limit and then guarantees re¬ 
payment of the credit once the 
sale is made by the CWB. This 
is referred to as "sovereign debt" 
because the central bank of the 
country receiving the credit is 
required by Canada to guaran¬ 
tee the repayment of this credit. 
The majority of the $6.6 billion 
debt shown in the CWB's an¬ 
nual report is sovereign debt 
(or is guaranteed by a sover¬ 
eign nation receiving credit). 

So how can the CWB, with 
no money or assets of its own, 
finance sales of grain to a coun¬ 
try seeking credit in competi¬ 
tion with the United States and 
Australia who also have credit 
available? 

The CWB ships grain to the 
customer country in return for 
the customer's promise to pay 


to defer payment is higher than 
the rate of interest the CWB is 
paying to its lenders. In the 
1996-97 crop year just ended, 
for example, the CWB earned a 
profit of over $70 million on its 
financing activities related to 
debt under the Credit Grain 
Sales Program. Putting this 
into perspective, the total cost 
of operating the CWB in 1996- 
97 (salaries, travel, telephone, 
heating, etc.) was approxi¬ 
mately $48 million. The CWB's 
financing activities related to 
grain sales made on credit in 
previous years more than pay 
for the total administration 
costs of the CWB. This is an 
excellent deal for farmers. 

But how much of that $6.6 
billion debt shown in the CWB's 
annual report is bad and not 
collectible and will have to be 
paid by the taxpayers of 
Canada? The answer is virtu¬ 
ally none of it. Much of that 
debt has been rescheduled-in 
other words the repayment pe¬ 
riod has been extended to ac¬ 
commodate the buying coun¬ 
try's financial situation. Rus¬ 
sia is a case in point. But this 
rescheduled debt is still being 
serviced and the CWB is get¬ 
ting its money back, but over a 
longer period of time. Debt re¬ 
scheduling is a relatively com¬ 
mon practice even in the farm¬ 
ing community.

As judges in the Didsbury 
Provincial Court are seeing more 
and more cases each day, so too 
are they seeing more and more 
cases where the defendant can 
not afford a lawyer to advise 
them. 

This has lead some local judges 
to request that the Didsbury 
court be equipped with what is 
called 'duty counsel.' 

"We've been hearing from 
judges for a while now that the 
case loads are such that... it 
(duty counsel) would make the 
courts run more efficiently," says 
Nancy Brown-Medwid the ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Legal Aid 
Society of Alberta. 

Duty counsel is basically what 
is better known as legal aid, she 
explains. A trained lawyer would 
be available for those going 
through the court system. That 
person would be available dur- 


who are unclear about how the 
system works. 

She says it also frees judges 
from awkward positions when 
they feel a defendant does not 
understand the options or con¬ 
sequences related to their case. 

Most courts in the province 
have an appointed duty counsel, 
however Didsbury has not had 
one to this point because of budg¬ 
etary constraints. 

Duty counsel is funded by the 
Legal Aid Society who receive 
most of their funding from the 
Department of Justice and the 
Alberta Law Foundation. 

The appointment of duty coun¬ 
sel has not yet taken place but 
says Brown-Medwid, "It will be 
in the very near future." 

In the meantime, a private 
lawyer was placed temporar¬ 
ily at the judge’s request and 
paid for by the Legal Aid Soci¬ 
ety.

"That person is available as a 
spokesperson on behalf of de¬ 
fendants," she says.

The next time you take an 
hour to play with the kids or 
enjoy the sunshine, forget 
about all those other things 
you "should" be doing.

This is one of the messages 
that Alberta Health and its 
community partners are get¬ 
ting out to young parents 
through a program called 
You're Amazing. The program 
is designed to remind people 
that there's more to good 
health than eating right and 
exercising. To put it very sim¬ 
ply, a laugh a day is just as 
important as an apple a day. 

Alberta Health's assistant 
deputy minister Cecilie Lord 
describes the program's basic 
philosophy this way, "health 
depends in larger measure on 
coping skills, personal behav¬ 
iours, and social and economic 
factors." 

"Even the tiniest things con¬ 


tribute to your health," says 
Dalyce Greenslade of the David 
Thompson Regional Health 
Authority. 

"You're Amazing will plant 
a seed in people's minds. It will 
get them thinking in a differ¬ 
ent way...recognizing that 
health is more than health 
care. There are so many differ¬ 
ent things that factor into your 
health. Recreational facilities, 
churches and food banks are 
important too, not just hospi¬ 
tals." 

The You're Amazing pro¬ 
gram recognizes that parents 
are juggling responsiSilities- 
at home, at work and in the 
community. And for many par¬ 
ents, stretching the paycheck 
to the end of the month is a 
constant challenge. So they 
could use a little encourage¬ 
ment and perhaps a reminder 
that, although they may seem 
to be living in chaos, they are 
actually doing a great job. 

Doug Wilson of the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta's Centre for 
Health Promotion Studies be¬ 
lieves in the ideas behind the 
You're Amazing initiative. 


"Studies have been shown," 
he says, "that people are 
healthier when they are able 
to make choices and feel they 
have some control over their 
lives. People need to feel they 
are continuing to grow. That 
feeling can come from some¬ 
thing as simple as enrolling in 
a one day course."

"Children's experiences in 
the early years are crucial to 
their success and good health 
as adults," says Dianne Dailey 
of the Office of the Commis¬ 
sioner of Services for Children 
and Families.

Hog development appeal 


A press release from 
Garrington-Woodland 
Property Owners Associa¬ 
tion 

The Garrington-Woodland 
Property Owners Association 
(the Association) announced 
Jan. 28 that it plans to file an 
appeal with the Court of Appeal 
of the Province of Alberta in a 
further attempt to stop a hog 
feeder operation that has been 
approved for the Red Deer River 
valley west of Bowden. 

Last week the Subdivision 
and Development Appeal Board 
of the County of Red Deer ap¬ 
proved a proposed confined live¬ 
stock operation to be situated 
in the Red Deer River valley, in 
a region which is prone to flood¬ 
ing, where there is concern 
about aquifer and river con¬ 
tamination. 

Representatives from the Red 
Deer River Retreat Association, 
the West Dickson Wilderness 
Association, and the Carefree 
Resort Condominium Owners 
Association have all joined the 
Association in support of the 
appeal. All of these groups rep¬ 
resent landowners affected by 
potential watershed contami¬ 
nation from the proposed devel¬ 
opment. In total, support for 
the appeal has been garnered 
from several thousand indi¬ 
vidual residents located near 
and downstream of the proposed 
operation. 

After a meeting on Jan. 27 at 
the Anthony Henday Water 
Treatment Plant in Innisfail, 
support in principle for the ap¬ 
peal has been received from of¬ 
ficials of the plant end officials 
from the towns of Olds, 
Crossfield, Penhold and 
Innisfail. The plant provides 
water treatment services for the 
towns of Olds, Crossfield, 
Innisfail, Bowden, Carstairs and 
Didsbury, all of which are situ¬ 
ated downstream of the pro¬ 
posed development. 

In a letter to the County of Red 
Deer in support of prior appeal 


against the proposed develop¬ 
ment, Jim Romaine, Chairman 
of the Mountain View Regional 
Water Services Commission 
which manages the Anthony 
Henday Plant, served notice to 
the County of Red Deer, to the 
owner of the proposed develop¬ 
ment, and to the Department of 
the Environment that "if any 
part of the construction, opera¬ 
tion or act as a result of this 
application results in any water 
quality problems, they will be 
liable for damages and costs." 

Romaine echoed the conclu¬ 
sions of a site sensitivity analy¬ 
sis contracted by the Association 
when he told the County that the 
proposed operation was located 
"in a highly questionable loca¬ 
tion." The Association had previ¬ 
ously presented technical evi¬ 
dence to the County that "the 
proposed operation could not be 
situated in a worse location." 

The Association, which repre¬ 
sents twenty-six residences di¬ 
rectly offsetting the proposed de¬ 
velopment, originally objected to 
the proposed development in Sep¬ 
tember of 1997. At that time, the 
County of Red Deer, in response 
to the objections of the Associa¬ 
tion and the County Develop¬ 
ment Office, denied the applica¬ 
tion of the development of the 
operation. 

In December the County al¬ 
lowed the application to be 
reheard by the Municipal Plan¬ 
ning Commission (MPC). In spite 
of the objections of the Associa¬ 
tion, which by that time had the 
support of over one hundred af¬ 
fected residents, and the Devel¬ 
opment Office, which continued 
to recommend denial of the appli¬ 
cation, the operation was ap¬ 
proved by the MPC. 

The Association filed an ap¬ 
peal of the decision to approve 
the development with the County 
Development Office. By the time 
the appeal was heard by the De¬ 
velopment Appeal Board of the 
County earlier this month, the 
Association had garnered the 


support of close to one thousand 
residences from locations down¬ 
stream of the proposed opera¬ 
tion. Armed with an environ¬ 
mental site sensitivity analysis 
which suggested that the pro¬ 
posed operation could seriously 
contaminate the Red Deer River, 
the Association spent two hours 
in front of the Appeal Board. The 
County Development Office once 
again recommended that the per¬ 
mit be denied, due to environ¬ 
mental concerns. The Appeal 
Board denied the appeal, and the 
operation has once more been 
approved. 

The Association has reviewed 
with its solicitors the actions of 
the County in approving this 
development, and they have de¬ 
termined that there is significant 
enough question of law and ju¬ 
risdiction to lodge an appeal with 
the Provincial Court of Appeal. 
The Association is continuing to 
seek financial support for the 
appeal from any affected resi¬ 
dents, and from any local or 
provincial environmental groups 
who wish to get further involved. 

The Association is continuing 
to lobby the provincial govern¬ 
ment for a moratorium on new 
intensive livestock operations 
until uniform standards for the 
business are enacted. Currently, 
the control of these operations 
rest solely with the municipal 
governments, and issues such as 
the ones being dealt with by the 
Association are regularly com¬ 
ing up all over the province. The 
Association has challenged Pre¬ 
mier Ralph Klein, the Minister of 
Agriculture Ed Stelmach, and 
the Environment Minister Ty 
Lund to a discussion of these 
issues, but to date all three offi¬ 
cials have declined the invita¬ 
tion. In a press release last week, 
Stelmach stated publicly that he 
will consult with stakeholders 
and the public regarding poten¬ 
tial government controls. On Jan. 
23 Stelmach called for a public 
debate on a new regulatory ap¬ 
proach to factory fanning.

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Kids get poor marks on foundation health survey 


The Heart and Stroke Foun¬ 
dation reports that Canadian 
children aged 6 to 12 barely get a 
passing grade when it comes to 
leading a healthy lifestyle. In the 
first-ever Heart and Stroke Re¬ 
port Card on the Health of Cana¬ 
da's Kids released today, young¬ 
sters received some very poor 
marks, especially in daily nutri¬ 
tion and exposure to second-hand 
smoke at home. 

"Unless there are significant 
and swift changes to these cru¬ 
cial determinants of health, these 
youngsters will have formed hab¬ 
its that will be difficult to change 
and that put them at high risk 
for cardiovascular and other dis¬ 
eases," says Heart and Stroke 
Foundation medical advisor, 
Ruth Collins-Nakai. 

According to the Foundation's 
new report card, children received 
the worst grades in nutrition. 
Only one out of five (20%) eats 
the recommended daily minimum 
of five servings of fruits and veg¬ 
etables. White bread and 
presweetened cereals remain 
popular choices among most chil¬ 
dren, with only 28% of respond¬ 
ents choosing more nutritous 
alternatives such as high-fibre 
bread, and whole grain and un¬ 
sweetened cereals. 

Children's eating habits are 
only somewhat better in the junk 
food department. The survey 
found that 60% of the sample eat 
junk food such as potato chips 
and candy fewer than three times 
a week, although some children 
eat these foods every single day. 
If kids fill up on fat-rich calories, 
they may not have much room 
left for more nutritous foods that 
contain the vitamins and min¬ 
eral so essential at this stage of 
life. 

But, it was in the area of 
exposure to second-hand smoke 
that most concerned Foundation 
officials. Approximately half of 
Canadian children are exposed 
to second-hand smoke at home, 
by their own parents and visi¬ 
tors. The Foundation believes 
that any exposure to second-hand 
smoke is unacceptable, especially 
since this means subjecting chil¬ 
dren to over 4,000 chemicals, 
many of which are known to be 
harmful to humans. 

"It is simply unacceptable that 
parents are still subjecting one of

In the days when horses were 
common work animals on 
ranches and farms, horse den¬ 
tistry was an important job for 
the country veterinarian. 
Horses teeth grow throughout 
most of their lifetime to compen¬ 
sate for wear caused by grit in 
their diet. This continuous 
growth can cause a number of 
problems, usually in the back 
teeth or molars. 

Working on a patient who 
can outweigh the doctors by 
several hundred kilograms, of¬ 
ten requires more muscle than 
finesse. Horse teeth are very 
large and the molars especially 
have very deep roots. As a re¬ 
sult, veterinary dental instru¬ 
ments tend to be very large, 
grotesque looking implements 
with long sturdy handles to give 
the doctor maximum leverage. 

Procedures that deal strictly 


the most vulnerable segments of 
the population-our children-to 
the devastating effects of second¬ 
hand tobacco smoke," says 
Anthony Graham, a Foundation 
spokesperson and a practising 
cardiologist. 

In addition, these youngsters 
are leaming-by example-to take 
up smoking when they reach 
their teenage years. Children 
whose parents smoke are twice 
as likely to become regular smok¬ 
ers themselves. Even among chil¬ 
dren as young as 6-12, 7% have 
already tried cigarettes. By age 
15-19, 29% of Canadian teens are 
smoking regularly. 

Getting children to adopt posi¬ 
tive lifestyle habits early on gives 
them the best chance at a healthy 
adult life. 

"Childhood is the time during 
which people develop habits that, 
in many cases, last a lifetime," 
said Graham. 

"The best way to prevent heart 
disease and stroke is not to make 
huge lifestyle changes when 
you're in your fifties and have 
already had a heart attack, but 
to incorporate healthy, heart- 
smart habits in your daily rou¬ 
tine at an early age. It was shock¬ 
ing to find out that so few young 
Canadians are being provided 
with the basics of heart-healthy 
living on a daily basis," he said. 

Part of that recipe for healthy 
living is physical activity. Here 
again, the Foundation found that 
Canadian children are missing 
the boat. Only 63% of Canadian 
children in the study play ac¬ 
tively with their friends three or 
more times a week. 

"The flip side to that is that 
31% of Canadian kids-almost one 
in three-aren't getting the activ¬ 
ity they need to develop cardio¬ 
vascular fitness, muscle strength 
and flexibility," said Collins- 
Nakai. 

Instead of playing outside with 
their friends, learning important 
sports and fitness skills, these 
children appear to be sitting idly 
in front of the television set or 
playing video games. On aver¬ 
age, Canadian children watch 
TV for 2.4 hours a day, which 
may not seem excessive until you 
consider these youngster also 
spend six or so hours being sed¬ 
entary at school.

that if such childhood habits 
aren't altered, youngsters will be 
headed for a decidedly unhealthy 
adulthood. There's evidence that 
many habits only get worse with 
age. For example, being seden¬ 
tary increases dramatically as 
kids enter their teen years, and 
the overweight child is at in¬ 
creased risk for obesity later in 
life. The exact rate of obesity, one 
of the key risk factors for heart 
disease, is unknown among Ca¬ 
nadian youngsters although ex¬ 
perts estimate it's 10-20%, and 
could be as high as 35%. 

But there is some encourag¬ 
ing news. Some Canadian chil¬ 
dren are beginning to eat lower- 
fat dairy products. According to 
the survey, although about one- 
third of the children regularly 
consume whole milk, regular 
cheeses and ice cream, 67% eat at 
least some lower fat daily prod¬ 
ucts. The Foundation believes 
parents should begin to intro¬ 
duce lower-fat products to their 
children after the age of 2 years 
because of the documented health 
benefits. 

Over 400 Canadian families 
from coast to coast were sur¬ 
veyed to get a snapshot of child¬ 
hood eating habits and levels of 
physical activity. The Founda¬ 
tion used a variety of sources of 
information on smoking expo¬ 
sure and also amassed data from 
a number of other important stud¬ 
ies to track trends on children's 
health patterns in general. 

To assist Canadian parents in 
improving the lifestyle and eat¬ 
ing habits of their children, the 
Foundation has implemented a 
number of heart-smart programs. 
Its quiz for parents on their kids' 
health appears in the March is¬ 
sues of Chatelaine magazine. The 
Foundation produced The Heart- 
Smart Shopper, a guide to healthy 
food alternatives, and is plan¬ 


ning to launch an in-supermar¬ 
ket education program to help 
Canadians make healthy and af¬ 
fordable dietary choices. One of 
the Foundation's most recent ini¬ 
tiatives is the HeartSmart Fam¬ 
ily Fun Pack which incorporates 
games, tips and information for 
families on how to adopt a heart 
healthy lifestyle, including physi¬ 
cal activity, proper nutrition and 
a tobacco-free environment. The 
Toronto Dominion Bank and 
Health Canada provided finan¬ 
cial support for this Fun Pack 
project. 

On the tobacco front, the 


Foundation has long been in¬ 
volved in efforts to create a 
smoke-free environment at the 
federal, provincial and munici¬ 
pal levels. It continues to lobby 
for tighter legislation governing 
smoking in public places such as 
restaurants and to encourage a 
generation of smoke-free chil¬ 
dren. The Heart and Stroke 
Foundation’s mission is to fur¬ 
ther the study, prevention and 
reduction of disability and death 
from heart diseases and stroke 
through research, education and 
the promotion of healthy life¬ 
style.

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Fighting fire with fire: Using nature against itself

When greenhouse grower 
Ron Prins notices an infes¬ 
tation of spider mites in his 
cucumber plants, he doesn’t 
immediately start spraying 
them with insecticides. 

Instead, he releases thou¬ 
sands of tiny parasitic wasps 
into his greenhouse. These 
wasps will control the out¬ 
break of mites with no dan¬ 
ger to the environment. 

There are no fears of the 
mites developing a resistance 
to the wasps, as is often the 
case with chemical pesticides. 

There are also no health 
hazards to Ron, his family, 
or the consumer who eventu¬ 
ally enjoys eating a fresh cu¬ 
cumber salad. 

Ron is part of the Pik ‘N’ 
Pak Cooperative, a group of 
greenhouse growers outside 
of Lacombe who supply fresh 
tomatoes, cucumbers and 
sweet peppers year-round for 
Central Alberta consumers. 

Pik ‘N’ Pak members have 
successfully used predatory 
insects to control pests for 


over ten years. And this is 
just one aspect of their ap¬ 
proach to pest control, a rela¬ 
tively new system called In¬ 
tegrated Pest Management, 
or I.P.M. I.P.M. differs from 
organic farming in that it 
does not prohibit the use of 
most chemicals, but instead 
focuses on controlling pests 
using a variety of methods 
and the least amount of 
chemicals possible. 

For Ron that means keep¬ 
ing his greenhouse as clean 
as possible, and in winter 
allowing it to freeze solidly 
between crops. He also keeps 
a very open crop to allow 
more sunlight and better air 
circulation to reach the 
plants, and occasionally uses 
smoke as a fumigant. 

If chemical spraying is nec¬ 
essary, individual plants are 
spot sprayed and pesticides 
are channeled through a 
Low Volume Mister, which 
allows Ron to significantly 
reduce the amount of chemi¬ 
cal sprayed. 

Dr. Lloyd Dosdall of the 


Alberta Research Council 
studies how farmers can use 
aspects of I.P.M. to reduce 
pesticide use when growing 
canola. 

As canola acreage has in¬ 
creased in Alberta, so have 
problems with root maggots, 
which now cause 60 million 
dollars in economic losses 
each year. 

Dr. Dosdall found that 
simple cultural controls, such 
as doubling seeding rates or 
using a more resistant vari¬ 
ety of canola, greatly reduces 
the amount of root maggot 
infestation, and therefore the 
amount of pesticides that 
farmers have to spray. 

Dr. Dosdall notes that 
most farmers want to be able 
to reduce pesticide use - it 
just makes good sense, both 
economically and environ¬ 
mentally. And using the com¬ 
ponents of I.P.M. may be one 
very effective way to do this. 

Dr. Ken Fry, also of the 
Alberta Research Council, 
does research into the use of 
biological controls to control 


pests. He notes that even 
some chemical companies are 
starting to fund research in 
this field. 

Many companies are con¬ 
cerned about long term li¬ 
ability problems with their 
product and an increasing 
pest resistance to the pesti¬ 
cides now in use. As a result, 
they are looking for alterna¬ 
tives to conventional chemi¬ 
cal sprays. 

Dr. Fry is enthused about 
the increased interest in I.P.M. 
because he feels it has the 
potential to actually increase 
crop yields. Chemical pesti¬ 
cides, on the other hand, are 
only used to reduce crop losses 
as much as possible. 

Even if a crop shows no 
outward damage when treated 
with pesticides, there is still a 
stress response created in the 
plant, which can affect plant 
health and subsequent growth. 

Biological and cultural con¬ 
trols create no new stresses 
for the crops, and promote a 
healthier environment for the 
both the plants and the farmer. 


One of the challenges of an 
I.P.M. system is that it re¬ 
quires more hands-on man¬ 
agement skills and a willing¬ 
ness to use a number of differ¬ 
ent methods to control weeds 
and pests. 

Crops must be continuously 
monitored for early signs of 
pest infestation. Proper cul¬ 
tural practices and good crop 
rotations must also be fol¬ 
lowed. 

While it is far easier to sim¬ 
ply spray crops on a regular 
basis, farmers such as the 
members of the Pik ‘N’ Pak 
Cooperative are showing us 
that it is possible to remain 
economically viable while get¬ 
ting off of the chemical tread¬ 
mill. By doing so they create 
a healthier environment for 
us all.

It is only in a fantasy land 
that goals are achieved with¬ 
out any rules. But in the real 
world gravity and reality al¬ 
ways confront us sooner or 
later. While all of us occasion¬ 
ally lament the existence of 
certain rules, Christians un¬ 
derstand that rules are a gift 
from God. 

In Joshua 1:8, God in¬ 
structed his people to "mediate 
on (the law) day and night, so 
that you may be careful to act 
in accordance with all that is 
written in it. For then you 
shall be prosperous, and then 
you shall be successful.” 

This type of meditation is 
not the nightmares some of us 
have been worrying about be¬ 
ing "found out."

College part of initiative

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Minister to develop regulations on 
intensive livestock operations 


Development of a new regu¬ 
latory approach to intensive 
livestock operations in Alberta 
is underway. 

"I have instructed my staff 
within the Ministry to develop 
a discussion paper on what 
kinds of options we should 
consider," said Ed Stelmach, 
Minister of Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment. 

"I also want to have a full 
and frank discussion on the 
implications of all the options 
under consideration." 

Once the discussion paper 
is prepared, the Department 
will consult with stakeholders 
and the public. Following these 
consultations, a draft proposal 
will be presented to the Stand¬ 
ing Policy Committee on Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment. The discussion 
paper should be available by 
the end of March. Details on 
the consultation process will 
be announced at that time. 

"One of the recommenda¬ 
tions from the Growth Sum¬ 
mit was to consider greater 
provincial involvement in per¬ 
mitting decisions or the ap¬ 
peal process," said Stelmach. 

"The status quo is a blend of 
municipal and provincial re¬ 
sponsibilities. In most cases 
that works well but sometimes 
the status quo isn't good 
enough. What we re searching 
for here is an even better sys¬ 
tem." 

The Minister is also review¬ 
ing the findings of a study 
called Agricultural Impacts 
on Water Quality in Alberta- 
an Initial Assessment, released 
Jan. 23, by the Canada-Al- 
berta Environmentally Sus¬ 
tainable Agriculture (CAESA) 
Water Quality Committee. 

"I'd like to congratulate the 
committee members for their 
work," said Stelmach. 

"There are still a lot of ques¬ 
tions to be answered, but the 


Government of Alberta and our 
department are committed to 
doing whatever is necessary 
to help protect the quality of 
water in this province." 

Alberta Agriculture takes a 
lead role in working with in¬ 
dustry to ensure environmen¬ 
tal sustainability in the agri¬ 
culture industry and was a 
key partner in the CAESA 
Water Quality report along 
with Alberta Environmental 
Protection, Alberta Health, 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada and Environment 
Canada. 

The study identified several 
key areas needing more work: 
education, enforcement, re¬ 
search and monitoring. Ac¬ 
tions that Alberta Agriculture 
and industry have taken in¬ 
clude: 

-forming the Alberta Envi¬ 
ronmentally Sustainable Ag¬ 
riculture (AESA) Council as 
an industry-led group to pro¬ 
mote environmentally friendly 
farming practices and encour¬ 
age a pro-active approach by 
industry to environmental 
challenges. 

-providing $5 million per 
year through the AESA pro¬ 
gram. This money represents 
a doubling of the provincial 
government's investment over 
the previous fiscal year, mak¬ 
ing up the shortfall after the 
federal government discontin¬ 
ued funding under the Green 
Plan. Under the AESA pro¬ 
gram, producers and proces¬ 
sors are working together to 
reduce the industry's impact 
on the environment. 

-initiating a $150,000 Envi¬ 
ronmental Impact Study to en¬ 
sure growth in the agriculture 
sector is responsible and sus¬ 
tainable. 

-conducting a technology 
transfer and education efforts 
to increase producers' knowl¬ 
edge of better environmental 
management practices. 


-creating a livestock devel¬ 
opment and expansion team to 
conduct research on intensive 
livestock operations and pub¬ 
lishing a developers' guide for 
establishing and managing 
livestock operations. 

-updating the Code of Prac¬ 
tice for the Safe and Economic 
Handling of Animal Manures, 
to reflect current practices be¬ 
ing used in the field by Alberta 
Agriculture site engineers. 

-Alberta Agriculture Re¬ 
search Institute (AARI) spon¬ 
soring a number of research 
projects related to the man¬ 
agement of manure. 

-more than 200 agricultural 
staff around the province, in¬ 
cluding engineers, agrono¬ 
mists and experts in livestock 
and crop production, farm 
business management and soil 
conservation specialists are 
available to assist farmers and 
municipalities in siting, de¬ 
sign ad overall management 
practices. 

Stelmach congratulated in¬ 
dustry for taking a pro-active 
role in addressing environmen¬ 
tal concerns in the intensive 
livestock sector. For example, 
the Alberta Cattle Commission 
(ACC) is establishing a water 
quality task force to look at 
ways the industry can be more 
pro-active in protecting the 
province’s water supply. As 
well, the ACC received ap¬ 
proval of 23 research projects, 
totalling $7 million, under the 
Canada-Alberta Beef Industry 
Development Fund. 

The Alberta Pork Produc¬ 
ers Development Corporation 
administers a similar indus¬ 
try development fund. Under 
this fund, research to address 
environmental issues includ¬ 
ing manure, odour and water 
are priorities. 

Copies of the CAESA Water 
Quality report are available 
from the Publications Office 
of Alberta Agriculture.

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Canadians need more info to improve their future 


Most Canadians acknowledge 
they lack a basic understanding 
of the economy and today's chang¬ 
ing financial world, and say they 
need more information in order 
to improve their financial future, 
a new study reveals. 

Only 8% of Canadians de¬ 
scribed themselves as very knowl¬ 
edgeable about the economy in a 
recent national survey. But two- 
thirds of Canadians say they could 
improve their own financial fu¬ 
ture if they knew more about the 
economy and how it affects them. 

"Two-thirds of the people we 
interviewed concede that if they 
had a better understanding of 
the economy, they'd be better off 
and could better manage their 
own financial planning," said 
Chris Kelly, President of The 
Strategic Counsel, a public opin¬ 
ion research firm. 

The study, conducted by the 
Canadian Bankers Association 
in cooperation with the Cana¬ 
dian Foundation for Economic 
Education, explored gaps in Ca¬ 
nadians' economic knowledge 
and financial understanding. The 
study asked 1,500 people across 
the country last November what 
they know and what they need to 
know about today's financial 
world. 

"People know they could im¬ 
prove their situation if they had 
a better understanding of eco¬ 
nomic principles," said Kelly. 

"Even people who say they feel 
confident in their ability to man¬ 
age their personal financial af¬ 
fairs know they need more infor¬ 
mation." 

While nine-in-ten Canadians 
say it is important to know how 
the economy works for their own 
financial planning, many say they 
lack basic economic and finan¬ 
cial knowledge. 

When asked, seven out of ten 
Canadians could not identify the 
current inflation rate. Almost 
six out of ten people didn't know 
the amount of either the federal 
deficit or debt. One-third of Ca¬ 
nadians believe incorrectly that 
mutual fund investments are in¬ 
sured like deposits at banks, trust 
companies and credit unions. 

Responding to what Canadi¬ 
ans are saying, the Canadian 
banking industry is undertak¬ 
ing a major new program called 
"Building a Better Understand¬ 
ing" to help provide people with 
the information they say they 
need and to help improve the 
industry's relationship with the 
public. 

What people say they want- 
and what the industry will help 
deliver-is information they can 
use," said Raymond Protti, Presi¬ 
dent and CEO of the Canadian 
Banker's Association. The indus¬ 
try association represents Cana¬ 
da's foreign and domestic char¬ 
tered banks. 

Beginning in the spring, the 
banking industry will use a full 
range of communications tools 
from brochures and electronic 
materials to conferences and 
seminars to help get more eco¬ 
nomic information into the hands 
of Canadians. 

In addition to wanting to 
know more about the economy, 
the survey also found that Cana¬ 
dians want some specific infor¬ 
mation in areas including pro¬ 
viding for their children's educa¬ 
tion, retirement planning, invest¬ 
ing and starting a small busi¬ 


ness. 

Many Canadians are unset¬ 
tled and confused by rapid 
changes to their economic envi¬ 
ronment, and they need to know 
more to take control of their 
financial lives, said Gary Rabbior, 
President of the Canadian 


Foundation for Economic Edu¬ 
cation. 

"There are so many options, 
so many choices, so many deci¬ 
sions that we might make bet- 
ter-ifonly we knew more," added 
Rabbior. 

"Canadians have come to rec¬ 


ognize that knowledge is power, 
and economic knowledge is a 
very powerful tool in our com¬ 
plex world." 

Rabbior believes banks can 
play a useful role in helping 
people find the kind of informa¬ 
tion they can use. 


"People want to feel optimis¬ 
tic, not apprehensive, about 
their, and their children's, eco¬ 
nomic futures. Helping them 
achieve that is a tangible goal. 
It is within the power of Cana¬ 
da's banks to take up the chal¬ 
lenge," said Rabbior.

Atom A’s move on 
in zone action 


As the artist Meatloaf used

"Two out of three ain't bad." 

That's what the Calgary 
Flames are probably singing to 
themselves heading into the 
Winter Olympics break.
